State DPU Refuses Trombly 
Emergency Operating License

In the round-robin chess competi- 
tion to determine who will operate 
bus commuter lines from the Merri- 
mack Valley to Boston, Merrimac 
Transportation Co. has won the most 
recent match. 

Although Trombly Motor Coach of 
Dracut recently won a crucial $220,- 
000 subsidy from the Massachusetts 
Bay Transit Authority that formerly 
belonged to Merrimac, a different 
state agency declined to approve 
their operating license. 

According to the Department of 
Public Utilities, every town and city 
along the line must give their bles- 
sing to Trombly before a permanent 
application is approved; a time-con- 
suming process. Hoping to take ad- 
vantage of the MBTA subsidy, 
Trombly applied for an emergency 
license. 

Last week, the DPU decided that, 
since bus riders are still served by

Merrimac, no emergency existed. 
However, DPU spokeswoman Merry 
Duffy said the agency wasn’t de- 
clining Trombly’s application, just 
“holding onto it.” 

Duffy explained that two weeks 
ago, Merrimac announced they were 
cutting back service, which opened a 
window for Trombly’s emergency 
application. 

When Merrimac heard about 
Trombly’s move, they canceled the 
scheduled reductions, said Duffy, 
adding that the DPU’s decision to 
file the emergency request would 
not prejudice the Dracut company’s 
permanent application. 

Vincent Carbona, MBTA spokes- 
man, said the agency had “‘no prob- 
lems”’ with holding the subsidy until 
Trombly began operations. 

Trombly would have begun com- 
muting service in direct competition 
with Merrimac on Jan. 30.

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Equipment At Standstill 


Town Maintenance Backlog Delays Installation

Like kids with their noses pressed 
against the candy shop window, 
South Elementary School parents 
have watched playground equip- 
ment bought with community dona- 
tions gather dust for almost seven 
months, 

They are not alone. Other parent- 
teacher organizations in the And- 
over system have raised money 
through various fund-raisers, or- 
dered new play apparatus for their 
children, only to wind up waiting for 
the equipment to be installed by a 
backlogged town maintenance de- 
partment. 

After their successful spring fash- 
ion show brought in $2,000, the South 
PTO combined previous savings and 
purchased a new slide and wooden 
tire rings for the school play- 
grounds. 

The equipment was ordered in 
June, at which point the school sub- 
mitted a work order request. Deliv- 
ery was made in August, and a 
second work request was issued by 
South. Not only has the equipment 
not been installed, but parents were 
told town workers can’t get to the 
job until sometime this spring. 

“It’s a little frustrating,” ad- 
mitted JoAnne Burritt, co-chairman 
of the South School ways and means 
committee. “If we had only known 
that we should have made arrange- 
ments for another company to in- 
stall the equipment, we would have 
done that.” 

Burritt said parents are also un- 
comfortable because the playground 
apparatus is being stored in an open, 
unprotected area. 

Unknown to the school, the main- 
tenance department was facing a 
major project. The new middle 
school grade shifts made it nec- 
essary for many classrooms in the 
three schools affected to be re- 
aligned. 

“We had to make new computer 
rooms, which meant a lot of rewir- 
ing,” said Fred Jaeschke, head of 
the municipal maintenance depart-

ment. “Other rooms needed black- 
boards installed, shelves built; it 
was a lot of work.”’ 

It also meant a backlog of 250 
work orders, which Jaeschke and his 
crew of six are just beginning to 
make headway into. 

Small delays have not been un- 
common in the past, but most extra 
jobs got done in timely fashion. 
Twice in recent years, South School 
parents have had other playground 
equipment put in without a problem. 

The work pileup created by the 
middle school project points up an- 
other situation Jaeschke said has 
been growing worse for years. The 
outside job market offers more pay 
for skilled workers like electricians 
and plumbers, positions Jaeschke 
said he has a hard time filling. 

“We can’t get proper help,’’ he 
said. “Labor is so tight, if someone 
retires, I can’t replace him.” 

The top Andover municipal pay 
scale rate for electricians is $11.73 
per hour, said Jaeschke, compared 
to the $18 to $20 hourly rate in the 
outside job market.

Local Historian Tells 
Tale Of Lincoln’s Boots 


By Lisa Boudreau 


How did a former Andover 
resident end up with the boots 
Abraham Lincoln wore the night he 
was assassinated? 

The question was answered 
Sunday, one week before Lincoln’s 
birthday, at the Andover Historical 
Society. 

Visiting lecturer Robert Marcotte 
explained the complicated and 
puzzling series of events that led up 
to Lincoln’s boots being used as 
collateral for a loan and their recent 
donation to a Washington museum. 

Marcotte, a Lynn mail carrier, 
has a master’s degree in American 
history. His areas of expertise are 
the Civil War era and Lincoln. 

When he heard that a fellow 
townsperson had the boots, Marcotte 
wanted to know how they go from 
19th-century Washington to 20th- 
century Lynn. 

The story begins at Ford’s 
Theater on the night of April 14, 1865. 
Following Lincoln’s shooting he was 
taken across the street to a boarding 
house where he could be made 
comfortable and receive medical 
attention. 

The room in which he later died 
belonged to a boarder named Willie 
Clark. After Lincoln’s body was 
removed the next morning and 
taken to the White House where it 
would lie in state, the boarders in the 
house took what remained of 
Lincoln’s personal effects. 


The scene must have been 
a macabre one, with the 
boarders fighting over bits 
of wallpaper, clothing and 
bed sheets. 


According to Marcotte, the scene 
must have been a macabre one, “... 
with the boarders dividing up the 
spoils and fighting over bits of 
wallpaper, clothing and bed sheets,”’ 
he said. 

Clark kept Lincoln’s boots for a 
few years until he used them as 
collateral when he borrowed money 
to finance a trip West, where he 
hoped to find his fortune. 

Clark borrowed the money from 
his friend, Justin Harrison Hatch, 
who was born in Andover July 27, 
1824. 

Hatch worked in the capital 
during the time when Lincoln was 
killed. After leaving Washington, he 
settled with his family in Lynn, 
where the boots have remained with 
his decendants. 

Hatch’s granddaughter, Ruth 
Hatch of Lynn, decided the boots 
had been in private possession long 
enough and donated them to the 
Ford’s Theater Memorial Museum. 
The boots were reunited with the 
actual clothes worn by Lincon that 
night and are on display for the 
public to see. 


Of Fans And Formality

These fans served many 
purposes other than cooling a dainty 
brow, and the committee will talk about 
some of these.

Decorative Arts Course Begins

The decorative arts course, co-sponsored by the Andover His- 
torical Society, North Andover Historical Society and Stevens- 
Coolidge Place, is in full swing. 

The third in the six-lecture series will take place at the And- 
over Historical Society Tuesday. Thomas Michie, assistant cura- 
tor of decorative arts at the Museum of Art, Rhode Island School 
of Design in Providence, R.I., will speak about ‘‘American Fur- 
niture in Pendleton House.”’ His illustrated lecture will be fol- 
lowed by a brief and informal presentation of furniture 
selections from the Andover Historical Society’s collection. 

The Pendleton House period rooms in the RISD Museum in- 
clude furniture from all around New England and the mid-Atlan- 
tic states. Michie will explain the evolution of furniture styles 
and forms made and used in these regions between the early 18th 
and mid-19th centuries. Because most furniture was custom- 
made during this period, he will also discuss the relationship 
between patrons and craftsmen. Today, of course, American 
antique furniture is highly sought after by individual and institu- 
tional collectors, but in the early years of this century most peo- 
ple considered it vastly inferior to European furniture. Michie 
will provide some insights into the pioneers of American antique 
furniture collecting.

ABC Students Salute Black 
Historians In Assembly 


This month is Black History Month, 
and Andover High School kicked it off 
with an assembly on prominent black 
people in American history. This time the 
performance was done by some of the stu- 
dents. 


“In the past three years that I’ve been 
here I’ve attended all the black history 
assemblies,”’ said one student. ‘‘The as- 
semblies have been good; however, 
they’ve always lacked diversity pertain- 
ing to the accomplishments of Afro- 
Americans. This year we will attempt to 
overcome that problem.’’ 

The young women of the ABC program 
performed during two assemblies yester- 
day in the J. Everett Collins Center for 
students, teachers and community resi- 
dents.

Shortly after celebrating Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr.’s birthday, the girls saw 
the need to honor Black History Month 
and inform people of the accomplish- 
ments of black pioneers in professional 
fields. ‘‘After thinking about the miscon- 
ceptions of blacks by other races and re- 


alizing how uninformed we were of our 
own culture, we decided that by perform- 
ing the accomplishments of the achievers 
ourselves, it would be both beneficial for 
the school and us,” Says Chandra Brown, 
one of two students to propose the idea to 
Wilbur Hixon, AHS principal, and Peggy 
Cain, a guidance counselor. 


The idea was to “‘bring awarness to the 
school of the diversity of cultures,”’ 
according to Shaunte Martin, the other 
student who proposed the assembly. They 
said they worked hard on the perfor- 
mance in the weeks leading up to it and 
that they gave Andover High “something 
to think about.” 


The ABC students got just as much out 
of the show as their audience. ‘My char- 
acter inspires me because she was the 
first black to appear in an all-white cast 
and that tells me she had courage,” said 
Karyna Tejeda. ‘I admire people like 
that.’’ 


The performers said they hope their 
Salute to black historians didn’t end when 
the curtain came down. They said they’d 
like to start a chapter of a minority awar- 
ness club at the high school.

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Tucker Urges ‘Dial-A-Porn’ Ban 


Representative Sue Tucker wants her 
constituents to be aware that New 
England Telephone is proposing a new 
information delivery system for 
Massachusetts which will include so- 
called ‘‘dial-a-porn’’ services and the 
Department of Public Utilities is taking 
public comment on the issue. 

“Several parents have asked me how 
these obscene phone services can be 
outlawed, so I know there is concern in 
the community,’’ Tucker said. In fact, 
Congress passed a law last year to ban 
‘‘dial-a-porn,” but it was struck down by 
the Appeals Court on constitutional 
grounds. As it now stands, NET cannot 
offer access to companies recording 
sports, stock market and weather 
messages without also allowing access to 
“adult’’ messages as well. 

According to Tucker, the Supreme 
Court has agreed to rule on_ the 
constitutionality of ‘‘dial-a-porn’” bans 
this summer. ‘‘The issue, in my opinion, 
is the fact that there is no technological 
solution to insuring that minors cannot 
gain access to telephone pornography,”’ 
she said.

AHPC Meets In Wake Of Comp. Permit Controversy 


Comprehensive permit controversy behind 
them, the Andover Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee will hold its first meeting in eight months 
sometime in February. 

AHPC members will look at the possibility of 
turning scattered ‘‘orphan”’ plots of town-owned 
land into single family affordable housing, said 
Steve Colyer, town physical planner. 

“Basically, they will be getting back to what 
they were formed to do in the first place,” said 
Colyer, ‘‘talk about housing issues. Formulating 
housing policy for the future was one of their 
original charges.” 

Andover has about a dozen plots sprinkled 
throughout the town that could be developed, said 
Colyer. The AHPC will also discuss the town ac- 
ene privately-owned ‘“‘orphan’’ parcels, he 
added.

“It’s a way not to do mega-development”’ in 
order to acquire more affordable housing, said 
Colyer. ‘‘Scatter site development fits in better.”’ 

The comprehensive permit process, which 
opened the way for developers to circumvent zon- 
ing bylaws if 25 percent of the units built were 
designated affordable housing, sidetracked the 
AHPC shortly after its creation, said Colyer. 

Instead of working on long-range housing poli- 
cy, the AHPC became a review board—one more 
step in the ladder developers needed to climb to 
win state aid and approval for their affordable 
housing projects. 

However, with state funding drying up over the 
18 months, Andover received no new comprehen- 
sive permit applications in 1988. 

Now, ‘‘it’s time for (the AHPC) to get back to 
their original purpose,” said Colyer. 


The committee, which has been pared from a 
high of 13 members, to six, will discuss many 
development options. Among them will be wheth- 
er to turn building rights to a profit or non-profit 
group or just put the individual plot out to bid. 

From their many choices, the AHPC hopefully 
will mold a plan to hand over to the Board of 
Selectmen, the final authority. 

But that’s the easy part, said Colyer; the diffi- 
cult end will be shuffling paperwork to figure out 
which sites are viable for single family resi- 
dences. 

The AHPC has also asked the selectmen to ac- 
quire more Section 8 housing vouchers from the 
state. 

The vouchers are used to subsidize rent for 
low-income, generally elderly citizens.

Teacher Recovers 
From Stairway Fall

The Andover High School biology 
teacher who fell down a flight of 
stairs at the school two weeks ago is 
improving with the help of physical 
therapy. 

One week ago, on Feb. 2, Gerry 
Grasso was moved from Lawrence 
General Hospital, where he was list- 
ed in stable condition, to New En- 
gland Rehabilitational Hospital. 

Speaking from his room at the 
NERH, Grasso, 6 Arthur Road, said 
he is feeling much better this week. 

The accident occurred Thursday 
morning, Jan. 26, when Grasso was 
walking down the concrete stairs on 
his way to the school cafeteria. He 
says the lights in the stairwell went 
off and he fell when he missed his 
next step. 

Grasso says he is suffering from 
contusions to the spine and has lost 
feeling in his left arm and leg. 

‘““My left arm is better,” he said. 
“It’s almost 85 percent (better).” 

Grasso says he is still experienc- 
ing limited sensation in his left leg. 
He is currently using a wheelchair. 

Investigating officer Jack Milne 
said he interviewed a student who 
was in the stairwell just before 
Grasso’s accident. The student says 
the lights were on at that time. 

“When he was found between the 
(stairwell) landings, the lights were 
on,’’ Milne added. 

Grasso said he didn’t want to 
comment further on the lighting sit- 
uation in the stairwell. 

“I’m just happy I’m doing well,” 
he said.

Totally Unacceptable 


Family and friends of those who have lost a 
loved one should not be subjected to further 
problems at such time. 

But, it seems, the town of Andover certainly 
made an effort in that direction last Saturday 
at Spring Grove Cemetery. 

The funeral cortege that had arrived at the 
cemetery for committal services for a young 
father stricken last Wednesday night had to 
negotiate completely ice-slicked surfaces, 
while a municipal sanding truck lay idle by the 
side of the road within the cemetery grounds. 

Such times are difficult enough for those who 
have suffered such a loss. 

But to have to encounter such conditions, 
which were known well in advance, is intolera- 
ble. 


The storm had left the icy conditions early in 
the morning. The funeral was scheduled and 
known to those in charge of the cemetery. 

But when the funeral procession arrived at 
about 11 a.m., there wasn’t a drop of sand on 
the roadways nor on the grounds to alleviate 
slippery conditions at the grave site. 


Yet the municipal truck, with a full load of 
sand, was within the cemetery confines and 
unmanned. 

Cars slid backwards into others. Mourners 
negotiated the grounds as best they could. 


Such conditions would not be tolerated in 
such places run privately and, for a municipal 
operation, the situation is totally unacceptable. 


Begs An Answer 


We tend to agree with Selectman Gail 
Ralston, who has questioned the installation of 
new parking meters at the Olde Andover 
Village parking lot. 

Ralston rightly contends that town meeting 
rejected such installation last year in turning 
down a $150,000 proposal for work on municipal 
parking lots. 

Some selectmen say that the new meters in 
the municipal lot were approved prior to last 
year’s vote. 

If such is the case, we would like to have 
some affirmation of that action. 

When town meeting speaks, the reaction on 
the part of municipal officials should be to 


react to their desires, not to defy them, as may 
be the case with the meter installation. 

It just stands to reason that new parking 
meters would not be a very popular suggestion 
to town meeting, given that the general public 
is pretty fed up with Andover’s general pay-as- 
you-go attitude toward municipal services. 

They are an inconvenience for shoppers and 
a deterrent to business in view of people going 
to areas where free parking is offered. 

It is strongly suggested that the installation 
of the new meters in the municipal lot be 
explained fully, rather than letting the matter 
lie idle and allow people to wonder if their town 
meeting actions are meaningless.

Ralston, give unlimited authority to 
the town manager, what do we ex- 
pect? The vote at the town meeting 
turning down the $150,000 article for 
funding parking meters and restrip- 
ing the Old Andover Village lot was 
not misinterpreted, it was defied. 

May I remind the town manager 
and Selectmen Silverman and Bare- 
nboim, the previous parking meters 
in the Olde Andover Village parking 
lot were removed because of great 
dissatisfaction by the people of And- 
over. The dissatisfaction now is 
greater than ever because the peo- 
ple’s voice at town meeting was 
completely ignored. 

A comment frequently heard on 
Main Street is ‘‘How long before we 
will have to pay for walking on the 
sidewalks?’’ Town elections are 
close by, and two incumbents face 
re-election with good, healthy oppo- 
sition by two very capable oppo- 
nents. Voters, think before you vote. 
Maybe Ms. Ralston needs some sup- 
port on the board. 

While on parking—how can Vil- 
lage Buick in Shawsheen park 15 to 
20 cars in the two-hour zone on Hav- 
erhill Street as long as they want 
without being tagged? Oh, yes—is 
not Haverhill Street, Route 133, a 
state road which should not have 
any parking just as Route 28 in 
Shawsheen Square forbids parking? 

We have town elections ap- 
proaching. If as many as 25 percent 
of the registered voters exercise 
their right, it will be par for the 
course in local elections. There is, 
indeed, voter apathy in Andover’s lo- 
cal election and also in attendance 
at the town meeting, particularly if 
it goes beyond one session. 

Winchester, Mass., has had rep- 
resentative town meetings since 1929 
and Reading since 1946. These are 
communities that compare quite fa- 
vorably with Andover, both in pop- 
ulation and texture. 

Andover has definitely outgrown 
the direct town meeting, but the se- 
lectmen are too d— stubborn to ad- 
mit it. Believe me, the selectmen, 
town manager, School Committee 
and Finance Committee would be 
much more aware of the desires of 
the people and also held accountable 
for their actions in representative 
town meeting. They would be com- 
pelled to be much more subservient 
to the desires and needs of the citi- 
zens of Andover. 

By the way, if you still have a copy 
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of The Andover TOWNSMAN of Jan. 
26, read the editorial, which calls it 
as it is: “Why Increase Taxes.” 
“Continued increase in municipal 
taxes seems unjustified’ (resi- 
dential real estate taxes will be in- 
creased by 9 percent this year). 
‘Pretty generally the town goes into 
the annual town meeting with a 
healthy free cash account which is 
built up over the course of the year.”’ 
These are just two excerpts from the 
editorial which should be read by ev- 
ery Andover citizen. If you have 
read it, read it again. There is plenty 
of thought for reflection. How long 
will people who have lived here 30 or 
40 years be able to afford continued 
residence in our fair town? No one in 
the higher echelon of town govern- 
ment seems to even think about cir- 
cumstances of this nature. 

Any recession or depression and 
Andover could become the poor little 
rich town. The savings and loan as- 
sociations’ failure triggered the fi- 
nancial collapse in 1929. Somehow 
we never learn from history.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I am the mother of two preschool 
children. In September, my older 
son entered kindergarten here in 
Andover. Although I was not work- 
ing at the time, I also signed him up 
for the SHED program at 
Shawsheen School because I wanted 
him in a stimulating social environ- 
ment that would, I hoped, strengthen 
his ability to make new friends and 
help him get along with the close 
friends he already had. 

SHED has certainly done all that 
and much more. My son, by nature a 
shy and rather cautious child, has 
gained tremendous self-confidence 
during the past six months. He 
comes home regularly with names 
and phone numbers of his ‘new 
friends” and proudly shows off the 
artistic creations produced almost 
daily at SHED. He nonchalantly 
waves goodbye and says ‘‘See you 
later” as he begins a six- or seven- 
hour day without the slightest sign of 
fear or anxiety. (The fact that he 
only has to walk upstairs to get to his 
kindergarten class is surely com- 
forting to him and to me.) 

When we arrive at SHED each 
morning, he is immediately greeted 
by one or two teachers. I often watch 
for a few minutes afterward as he 
quietly observes other children al- 
ready at play and seems undecided 
about joining in. So many times, at 
just the right moment, one of the 
SHED teachers notices his ambiva- 
lence and offers assistance in a gen- 
tle, supportive manner. Minutes 


later, he is totally engaged in some 
wonderful activity, and I drive home 
feeling relaxed and so very grateful. 

My son has been extremely fortu- 
nate this year; in addition to SHED, 
he has an extraordinary kindergart- 
en teacher who totally understands 
him and has nurtured his talents 
while strengthening the areas that 
needed special attention. SHED is 
special to us, though; it is my son’s 
first and only school experience 
without his best friend (who happens 
to be in his kindergarten class). 
Also, SHED offers three adults per 
18 children in each room, a high ra- 
tio which allows the teachers to give 
each child a little extra time and 
some individualized attention. 

SHED is an outstanding program, 
one which meets the needs of many 
working parents and, more impor- 
tantly, meets the developmental 
needs of 5- and 6-year old children. It 
would be a tragedy to lose SHED 
simply because there isn’t enough 
space at the Shawsheen School. 

I urge all Andover parents to sup- 
port SHED in its effort to relocate at 
or near the Shawsheen School before 
September 1989. We need your help. 
We simply can’t afford to give up on 
a wonderful program that offers so 
much to our young children.

This month we will undertake our 
next fund-raiser, which is targeted 
again for playground equipment. 
This is part of our three-year plan 
for refurbishing the playground. Be- 
cause of our inability to get the 
equipment installed, our fund-raiser 
this year is going to be very low key. 
How can we ask for support from the 
school’s families or the town’s mer- , 
chants when equipment they helped 
us purchase sits unpackaged and 
unused? 

If this situation isn’t bad enough, 
in September of this year we had to 
sponsor a cleanup day to put this 
playground in order for the new 
equipment. Fourteen people spent 
six hours in the playground raking, 
painting and picking up debris, 
which filled the equivalent of two 
dumpsters with broken glass, papers 
and other litter. We do not object to 
working to improve the area for our 
children; however, we feel the play- 
grounds should be maintained on a 
regular basis.

has been investigating the mat- 
ter thoroughly since its prelimi- 
nary recommendation that 
both North and West Center 
schools be closed. In dropping 
the West Center suggestion, the

THE PAPERWORK 


If you're selling a home, the most important part of the transaction 
occurs after you've found a buyer. If your property is being 
professionally marketed, the selling agent puts together the purchase 
offer, then gets together with the lister to present it to you. If you're 
trying to sell your home on your own, using a form purchased from 
a local stationary store, you could run into problems. 

Each local Board of Realtors has its attorneys draft up standard 
forms that reflect the legal requirements of the jurisdiction in which 
you live. These contract forms include the sales price, who pays 
which closing costs, termite clauses, financing contingencies, 
structural inspections, settlement deadlines, and other terms that are 
included to meet local government requirements. These forms are 
complicated, and a slight variation in language can often cost or save 
you thousands of dollars. If you're planning to sell and are thinking 
about doing it on your own to save the brokerage fee, you might 
find that it’s a false economy. Many of our listings come from people 
who thought their homes were sold, only to lose the would-be 
buyers at the last minute on a technicality.

The Andover High School athletic 
department dug around in their 
pockets and found enough spare 
change to fund a boys’ volleyball 
team, making it easier for the 
School Committee to approve the 
new sport Tuesday night. 

Committee members voted unani- 
mously to make volleyball the 24th 
boys’ sport at Andover High School.
